NOTE FOR THE BOARD. 

SUB : GENERAL REGULATIONS TO BE FRAMED 
UNDER SECTION 19 (2) OF THE BANKING 
COMPANIES (ACQUISITION & TRANSFER OF 
UNDERTAKINGS) ACT, 1970. 

The Reserve Bank of India in consultation with 
Government of India has prepared draft of the General 
Regulations to be framed by the nationalized banks. The 
draft regulations interalia contains provisions for nature of 
share capital, maintenance of share register, issue of share 
certificates, transfer of shares, meeting of share .holders 
etc. The Reseve Bank of India has advised the bank to 
place the draft of the proposed regulations before the Board 
and submit the same to Central Government for its sanction 
after consultation with Reserve Bank of India. 

Accordingly, we had submitted a note on the captioned 
subject to the Board of Directors and the same was 
approved on 16-4-99. (Copy of the note is enclosed as 
annexure). The copies of General Regulations were 
forwarded to Reserve Bank of India and Government of 
India for their approval. 

The Reserve Bank of India while approving the General 
Regulations has advised the bank to make the following 
minor corrections : 

a. The General Regulations may be called 'The Bank of 
Maharashtra General Regulations, 1998’ for the sake of 
uniformity in the nationalized banks. We learn that some 
of the banks have already adopted the regulations during 
the year 1998. Therefore, the Reserve Bank of India 
has advised us to adopt the regulations “Bank of 
Maharashtra General Regulations 1998” instead of 1999 
mentioned in our earlier note. 

b. In sub-regulation (ii) of regulation 11, the words ‘or 
computer prints’ may be inserted after-the word register 


on the first line and the word ‘print’ on the second line 
may be substituted with the word ‘prints’. At present, 
the sentence appears as “Any shareholder may make 
extracts of any entry in the register free of charge or if 
he requires a copy or computer print of the register or 
of any part thereof, the same will be supplied to him 
on prepayment at the rate of Rs. 5/- for every 100 
words or fractional part thereof required to be copied. 
It is proposed to change the sentence as “Any 
shareholder may make extracts of any entry in the 
register or computer prints free of charge or if he 
requires a copy or computer prints of the register or of 
any part thereof, the same will be supplied to him on 
prepayment at the rate of Rs. 5/- for every 100 words 
or fractional part thereof required to be, copied. 

The word “or computer prints” is proposed to be inserted 
as it is likely that the sh^re register may be kept in the 
computer. 

c. In Regulation 41(i)(b), the word ‘of’ on the first line 
may be substituted with the word ‘on’.

The Government of India vide letter No. F. No. 4/3/95- 
BO.T dated 30.8.99 conveyed their sanction to the Bank of 
Maharashtra General Regulations 1999 subject to the 
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changes indicated by Reserve Bank of India and final 
approval of the regulations by the Board of Directors. 

On receipt of Board’s approval, wfe will take necessary 
steps to get these regulations notified in the Gazette of 
India and send 100 copies of the same (both in English & 
Hindi) to Government of India for being laid in the 
Parliament.

BANK OF MAHARASHTRA GENERAL 
REGULATIONS, 1908 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 19 of 
the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of 
Undertakings) Act, 1970 the Board of Directors of Bank 
of Maharashtra, after consultation, v/ith the Reserve Bank 
of India and with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely : 


2. -Definitions—In these regulations, unless there is 
anything repugnant to the subject or context or meaning 
thereof. 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Barfking Companies (Acquisition 
and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 Of 197(5); 

(b) ‘Bank’ means Bank of Maharashtra, constituted 
under section 3 of the Act; 

(c) ‘Board’ means the Board of Directors constituted 
under section 9 of the Act; 

(d) ‘Chairman’ means the Chairman of the Board; 

(e) ‘Committee’ means a Committee as constituted by 
the Board;

(f) ‘Executive Director’ means the wholetime Director, 
not being the Managing Director; 

(g) ‘General Manager’ means General Manager of the 
Bank; 

(h) ‘Management Committee’ means a Committee 
constituted under Clause 13 of the Scheme; 

(i) ‘Managing Director’ means Managing Director of 
the Bank; 

(j) ‘Register’ means the register of Shareholders kept 
in one or more books of the Bank and includes the 
register of Shareholders kept in Computer floppies 
or diskettes under sub-section (2G) of section 3 of 
the Act;

(n) Share transfer agent includes— ' 

(i) any person, who on behalf of the Bank 
maintains the. records of holders of securities 
issued by the Bank and "deals with all matters 
connected with the transfer and redemption of 
its securities, or 

(ii) a department or division (by whatever name 
called) of the Bank performing the activities 
referred in sub-clause (i).

CHAPTER II

3. Nature of shares— 

The shares of Bank of Maharashtra shall be movable 
property, transferable in the manner provided under these 
regulations.

The depository with whom the agreement 
will be entered into will be one whose services the Bank has 
agreed to avail of under Regulation 47. 

ii) Any shareholder of the Bank may through the participant enter 
into an agreement with the depository 'n the form specified by 
such depository for availing its services in respect of 
securities issued by the Bank.

i) Any shareholder or holder of any security of the Bank who has 
entered into an agreement under regulation 48 above, shall 
surrender the certificate of security in respect of which he 
seeks to avail the service of a depository to the Bank. 

ii) The Bank on receipt of the certificate of security under 
sub-regulation (i) above, shall cancel the certificate of 
security and substitute in its record the name of the depository 
as a registered owner in respect of that security and inform the 
depository accordingly.

by the candidate before a Judge, Magistrate, Registrar or 
Sub-registrar of Assurances or other Gazetted Officer or an 
officer of the Reserve Bank of India or any' nationalised 
bank that he accepts the nomination and is willing to stand 
for election, and that he is not disqualified either under 
the Act or the Scheme or these regulations from being a 
director. 

ii) No nomination shall be valid unless it is received with all the 
connected documents complete in all respects and received, at 
the Head Office of Bank of Maharashtra on a working day not less 
than fourteen days before the date fixed for the meeting. 

66 Scrutiny of nominations - 

i) Nominations shall be scrutinised on the first working day 
following the date fixed for receipt of the nomination and in 
case any nomination is not found to be valid, the same shall be 
rejected after recording the reason therefor. If there is only 
one valid nomination for any particular vacancy to be filled by 
election the candidate so nominated shall be deemed to be 
elected forthwith and his name and address shall be published as 
so elected. In such an event there shall not be- any election at 
the meeting convened for the purpose and if the meeting had been 
called solely for the purpose of the aforesaid election, it 
shall stand cancelled. 

ii) In the event of an election being held, if valid nominations are 
more than the number of directors to be elected, the candidate 
polling the majority of votes shall be deemed to have been 
elected. 
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iii) A director elected to fill an existing vacancy shall be deemed 
to have assumed office from the date following that on which he 
is, or is deemed to be elected. 

67. Election disputes - 

i) If any doubt or dispute shall arise as to the qualification or 
disqualification of a person deemed or declared to be elected or 
as to the validity of the election of a director, any person 
interested, being a candidate or shareholder entitled to vote at 
such election, may, within seven days of the date of the 
declaration of the result of such election, give intimation .in 
writing thereof to the Chairman & Managing Director of Bank ?of 
Maharashtra and shall in the said intimation give f.ull 
particulars of the grounds upon which he doubts or disputes the 
validity of the election. 

ii) 0n receipt of an intimation under sub-regulation (i) <the 
Chairman & Managing Director or in his absence, the Executive 
Director of Bank of Maharashtra shall forthwith refer such doubt 
or dispute for the decision of a committee consisting of the 
Chairman & Managing Director or in his absence, the Executive 
Director and any two of the directors nominated under clauses 
(b) and (c) of sub-section (3) of section 9 of the Act. 

iii) The committee referred to in sub-regulation (ii) shall make 
such enquiry as it deems necessary and if it finds that the 
election was a valid election, it shall confirm the declared 
result of the election or, if it finds that the election was not 
a valid election, it shall within 30 days of the commencement of 
the enquiry, make such order and give such directions including 
the holding of a fresh election as shall in the circumstances 
appear just to the committee. 

iv) An order and direction of such committee 4n pursuance of tbis 
regulation shall be conclusive. 

CHAPTER VI 

V A TI NS R IGHT S Q .F SH AR EH OLDER? 

68. Determination of voting rights - 

i) Subject to the provisions contained in section 3(2 E) of the Act, 
each shareholder who has been registered as a shareholder on the 
date of closure of the register prior to the date of a general 
meeting shall, at such meeting, have one vote on show of hands 
and in case of a poll shall have one vote for each share held by 
him. 

ii) Subject to the provisions contained in section 3 C 2 E) of the Act, 

every shareholdr ' entitled to vote as aforesaid who, not being a 
company, is present in person or by proxy or who being a company 

is present by a duly authorised representative, or by proxy 

shall have one vote on a show of hands and in case of a poll 

shall have one vote for each share held by him as stated 

hereinabove in sub-regulation (i). 
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Explanation ■- For this Chapter, Company means any body 
corporate. 

iii) Shareholders of the Bank entitled to attend and vote at a 
general meeting shall be entitled to appoint another person 
(whether a shareholder or not) as his proxy to attend and vote 

instead of himself; but a proxy so appointed shall not have any 

right to speak at the meeting. 

69. Voting by duly authorised representative 

i) A shareholder, being the Central Government or a company, may by 
a resolution, as the case may be authorise any of its officials 

.or any other person to act as its repiesentative at any general 
meeting of the shareholders and the person so authorised 
(referred to as a 'duly authorised representative' in these 
regulations) shall be entitled to exercise the same powers on 
behalf of the Central Government or company which he represents, 
as if he were an individual shareholder of the Bank of 
Maharashtra. The authorisation so given may be in favour of two 

persons in the alternative and in such a case any one of such 

< persons may act as the duly authorised representative of the 
Central Government /Company. 

ii) No person shall attend or vote at any meeting of the 
shareholders of Bank of Maharashtra as the duly authorised 
representative of a company unless a copy of the resolution 
appointing him as a duly authorised representative certified to 
be a true copy by the Chairman of the meeting at which it was 
passed shall have been deposited at the head office of the Bank 
of Maharashtra not less than four days before the date fixed for 
the meeting. 

70. EmxlftS-r 

i) No instrument of proxy shall be valid unless, in the case of any 
individual shareholder, it is signed by him or by his attorney 
duly autnorised in writing, or in the case of joint holders, it 
is signed by the shareholder first named in the register or his 
attorney duly cuthorised in writing or in the case of the body 
corporate signed by its officer or an attorney duly authorised 
in writing : 

Provided that an instrument of proxy shall be sufficiently 
signed by an shareholder, who is, for any reason, unable to 
write his name, if his mark is affixed thereto and attested by a 
Judge Magistrate, Registrar or Sub-Registrar of Assurances or 
other Government gazetted officer or an Officer of Bank of 
Maharashtra. 

ii) No proxy shall be valid unless it is duly stamped and a copy 
thereof deposited at the head office of Bank of Maharashtra not 
less than four days before the date fixed for the meeting, 
together with the power of attorney or other authority (if any) 
under which it is signed or a copy of that power of attorney or 
other authority certified as a true copy by a Notary Public or a 
Magistrate ' unless such a power of attorney or the other 
authority is previously deposited and registered with Bank of 
Maharashtra.

iv) An instrument of proxy deposited with Bank of Maharashtra shall 
be irrevocable and final.

vi) The grantor of an instrument of proxy under this regulation 
shall not be entitled to vote in person at the meeting to which 
such instrument relates. 

vii) No person shall be appointed as duly authorised representative 
or a proxy who is an officer or an employee of Bank of 
Maharashtra.
